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Began career with school in 1947: 


Dean at Cal Poly sees 


return of patriotism

An administrator at Cal Poly Pomona said 10 
years as a Marine Corps officer taught him to better 
understand his own strengths and weaknesses. 


“Those years in the service taught me things 
about myself which I could never learn from ,a 
book,’’ said Henry House of Claremont, who serves 
as dean of students. 


“Sometimes it was unpleasant. But serving in the 
Marines was an, education.” 


House is a quiet, soft-spoken. man. with a quick 
smile and an‘ obvious love of. life and people. He 
spends his spare time raising tropical plants. 


House would just as soon discuss how to propagate 
vanilla bean plants as problems on college campuses. 
But he is quick to stress that ‘‘students are the 
reason we are at Cal Poly.” 

House has been on the university staff since he 
arrived at the old Voorhis campus in San Dimas in 
1947. He moved with the staff to the present Pomona 
campus. 

He is a product of the California State University 
and Colleges system. He graduated from Cal Poly 
San Luis Obispo in 1943° with a degree in dairy 
management. 

While today’s college students are eager to get 
good resumes and qualify for jobs, House recalls the 
1960s and 1970s when Cal Poly had its share of the 
unrest and discontent which prevailed on most 
college campuses across the nation. 

“Those were days I prefer not to dwell upon,’ the 
dean said. ‘‘But at least my service training probably 
made me better prepared to cope than some of the 
staff.” co 

While the Pomona university has its ‘share’ of 
student protesters and even a couple incidents of 
dainage and injuries, these same former student 
leaders are among House’s good friends today. 

“I. am a strong supporter of the free education 
provided in California,” House said. ‘Without: it, 1 
would not have been able to go to college.” 

Coming from a family of eight, House was raised 
on a dairy.in.Imperial Valley, His first contact with 
the SLO oes came while"hé was in high school. .

and the Future Farmers of America than in the 
classroom,” he grinned. ‘I attended FFA conven- 
tions at the San Luis Obispo campus and decided 1 
wanted to go-to college there. A $100 scholarship 
from the owner of Challenge Dairy helped me go to 
college.”’ 

Qne thing which hasn’t changed much on the Cal 
Poly campuses is the high percentage of students 
who work either full time or part time while going to 
school. : 

House places the present number of working 
students at wel! over 75 percent. 

“In the CSUC schools, a student can still work his 
way through,’’ the dean pointed out. 


Just as World War H was about to begin, House 
attempted to get into the Army Air. Corps as a fighter 


pilot. But he was too young. Shortly after that, he 


applied to the Marine Corps and was aecepted. 

‘It’ was early in 1942 and everone wanted to get 
into the service. We were afraid the war would be 
over before we gota piece of the action,’’ he recalled. 

But House saw’his share of the action, he noted. 
After officers’ training in Quantico, Va., he served in 
the South Pacific. Assigned to the First Amphibious 
Tractor Battalion, House landed on the Russell 
Islands, Guadacanal and Okinawa. : j 

He was on active duty from 1943 to 1947 and 
remained in the reserves until 1952. 

House confesses he might have Stayed in the 
Marine Corps Reserves longer but financial restric- 
tions made reserve training “boring,” he said. 

Still interested in the military service, the dean 
reported that ROTC programs are gaining popularity 
on local college campuses. 

“We have cooperative programs which now make 
the Army, Navy and Air Force reserve training 
programs available on local campuses,” he noted. 

“An attitide of patriotism is coming back,” House 
added. ‘‘The president is restoring pride in the fact 
that we are a people with a great heritage. We don't 
have any problems in this country which we. can’t 
solve if we commit ourselves to them. 


“Sure, there is inherent greed in mankind. But we 
can rise above that and’solve Our. problems.”

From the outside, little appears to 
have changed at the campus. 

Except for boarded windows, 
there are few reasons to suspect the 
Montclair school building is.a recent 
casualty of school violence. 

Statewide, vandalism costs school 
districts. between $80 million and 
$100 million a year, according to an 
attorney general’s report. In 
comparison, the report added, $142 
million is spent on books. . 

Locally, the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District sustained more 
than $60,000 in damage during the 
1980-81 school year. During the same 


period, the district spent $84,000 on | 


books. 
Yet. Chaffey officials feel they 


Luck wasn’t on the. side of the 
Ontario-Montclair School ° District 
this summer, however. In.addition 


to ‘the fire at Mountain High, two 


other schools in the district were set 
afire. ' 

Both blazes inflicted hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of 
damage. 

Vandalism prompted Ontario- 
Montclair officials to create a 
security department last year and 
other districts have been forced to 
rethink their security plans. 

Although all’. districts 
acknowledge that vandalism, 
burglaries, fires. and broken 
windows are problems that cannot 
be overlooked, some have been

In the Upland. Schoo! - District, 
yandalism. accounted for less than 
$6,000 worth of damage jast year 
while in the Cucamonga District 
damage was negligible, according to 
district superintendents. - 

Both districts; however, have had 
classrooms destroyed by afsonists 
in recent years.

School districts are placed in 
financial difficulties when 
vandalism takes place, regardless 
of what a police investigation 
uncovers. 

“We do not have an extensive 
amount of vandalism,” said Upland 
School District superintendent 
George Renworth, ‘‘but we 
obviously have some ‘of it any

Renworth explained that two fires 
in his school district (one took place 
two years ago, the other three years

In a handbook published by ‘the 
School Safety Center, districts were 
given dozens of tips to avoid school 
vandalism. 137 

The first is a security cheéklist 
that asks administrators questions 
on alarm systems, identification of 
school employees,: ‘visibility in 
parking areas, iencing, vandal 
resistant walls and the marking of 
school equipment. 

Schools are also advised to set up 
an incident report system. Districts 
are already required to forward a 
report to the state twice a year. 

“Two or three years ago. the 
districts were asking the state 
legislature to form some kind of 
insurance program and they may be 
gathering information (with the new 
reporting system),” Dickinson.said. 

“Last year.a bill was submitted 
that would provide districts with an 
extra allocation (for property 
damage) in addition to regular 
allocations.’’ ‘ °

“Flight times are not yet finaliz- 
ed, nor are fares. However, we will 
be very competitive with the fares 
charged by airlines serving com- 

arable routes,’ Peterson said. 
Both 119-seat Boeing 737s and DC-9 
Super 80s, with a 160-seat capacity, 
will be used to serve the flights, he 


said.

Board member Ray Sarrio said 
that by imposing the fee, the district 
can afford to pay some teachers who 
oversee extracurricular activities. 
In that sense, he added, the fee is be- 
ing used to support band, after- 
school sports, drill team and other 
activites. 

Parents. were invited to attend 
committee meetings at which 
changes in the procedure will be dis- 
cussed. 

Dirksen said assistant principals 
from the five high schools will meet 
today to discuss the policy and how 

it is being carried out at the various 
campuses.

Fair in Pomona is attracting crowds at a record pace. 
This year’s crowds have found a variety of activities 
awaiting them including a mile-long scenic monorail, a 
carnival midway and thousands of exhibitors. 

Average attendance over the last eight years has 
topped the 1,170,000 mark. But last year’s record-break- 
ing crowd of 1,350,000 is already being outpaced by this 
year’s attendance. 

A fair is more than just corn dogs and crowds, howev- 
er. Special events have made every day an exciting one 
for participants and fair-goers alike. Still scheduled is an 
international music festival, a junior high school bands 
contest, the California State Amateur Bluegrass Banjo 
Championship and Bluegrass Festival and the Good 
News Jubilee.

Lies are natural 
to youngsters

Q. Whenever our 4-year- 
old is asked a simple ques- 
tion, he gives the opposite 
from the truth as his 
answer. He says he likes to 
tease. 

If asked what he did at 
school, he replies that they 
did something I know just 
isn’t true. Only after we tell 
him what we know, will he 
say what they really did at 
school. 

We've had many- talks 
with him about this situa- 
tion and others like it, and 
hate to tell him he is lying. 
But I don’t want him to 
think he can get away with 
his constant lies. 

A. “Stretching the truth”’ 
is not uncommon with 
young children. Sometimes 
they do it to attract atten- 
tion or because they can’t 
quite differentiate true 
from nontrue situations. 

Telling the truth doesn’t 
come naturally. It has to be 
learned and that takes time. 
It is so easy not to tell the 
truth, in order to avoid 
punishment (‘‘No, I didn’t 
cross the street’’), get 
parents’ approval (‘‘Yes, I 
picked vp all the toys’’) 
feel older (‘‘I can too go 
down that slide’), escape 
blame (‘‘Baby sister spilt 
the milk’), or create ex- 
citement (‘‘Their house fell 
right down’’). 

Because a_ child 
sometimes doesn’t know all 
the right words to use, or 
hasn’t yet learned 
differences in sizes, shapes 
or directions, he or she may 
stretch the truth, like, “I 
saw lots and lots of fire 
engines” (although maybe 
there were only two), or 
“His daddy has the biggest 
car in the world.”

tion and affection, and 
children may lie for them. 
After all, what’s so serious 
about saying that I did what 
you wanted and then you'll 
give me a smile or a kiss? 

It may also seem to be 
worth a little lie to see how 
surprised people look and to 
get a father who seldom 
visits to stay longer. A 
young child doesn’t often 
think ahead to the fact that 
you may find’ out the truth. 

So what can you do about 
it? Here are some practical 
hints: 

Recognize that lies ‘are 
part of every young child’s 
life. 

Try not to use the word 
‘lie’ or to call him or her a 

‘liar’ when you are not get- 
ting the whole truth. If he or 
she thinks you have a low 
opinion of him or her, the 
main reason to try better 
may be destroyed. 

Understand that a child is 
less likely to lie again if he 
or she knows you aren't 
fooled, that you don’t like it 
when he or. she lies 
(‘‘although I never stop lov- 
ing you’’).and that the lies 
upset friends. 






















Explain that ‘make 
belive” and ‘‘really true’ 
aren’t the same. Two is too 
early to try to explain, but 
by 3 or 4 it may be pretty 
easy. 


Say, ‘‘Tell me what you 
really saw (or took or 
did),’’ rather than, ‘‘Don’t 
you dare lie to me, young 
man.” Severe punishment 
sometimes leads to their 
becoming more skillful at 
lying instead of being more 
truthful. 


Prevent situations that 
encourage lies. It doesn’t 
help to ask whether hands 
were washed when you can 
see how dirty they still are.

They met women who, 
at age 70 and older, had never established their own 
credit and didn’t know how to begin alone. And they met 
many more women who didn’t know how to buy a car, 
qualify to buy a home or how to read and understand con- 
tracts and warranties. 

These women, for the most part, all had one thing in 
common: a serious lack of self-confidence. 

Young and Sears said they can help these clients 
because they are experienced the same problems and 
survived. After divorces, both had to learn by doing ina 
‘“‘man’s world.” Both said they have experienced sex 
discrimination when financing a car or applying for a 
real estate loan, but could not prove anything and had to 
learn to be patient. 

“The aggravation will drive you crazy,” Young said in 
a business-like tone. 

She and Sears stressed that while they are most ex- 
perienced in helping recently divorced or widowed 
women get started again, their seminar will be for all 
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women ‘surv

women: It will help married women gain some in- 
dependence and self-confidence, and will prepare them 
for a time when their husband is not there, they said. 

Sears is a representative for a cosmetics firm and does 
group beauty consulting. Young began her first evening- 
long seminars on ‘Financial Survival for Women’’ in 
June, and said she received ‘‘very good” feedback from 
those sessions. 

Young will begin the seminar with a presentation on 
managing personal finances. She will discuss how and 
why women, married or single, should establish their 
own credit. She will discuss how women can qualify to 
buy a home with less net worth than they thought possi- 
ble. And she will explain the basics of reading a contract. 

The seminar will continue with lgssons in self- 
confidence. The film ‘‘Packing Your Own Chute’ will 
show how one woman found it harder to trust her life to 
her own skills than it was to learn the skills of packing 
one’s own parachute and jumping. Psychologist Sherry 
Wallace, Chaffey College professor, will expand_on this 
point in her talk, “Attitude and Achievement.” 

The second half of the seminar will focus on personal 
appearance because, Young said, ‘‘It’s amazing, when 
you look good and you feel good, the things that you can 
do.” 

Sears will speak oh beauty and nutrition, subjects she 
had to develop expertise in as a stewardess and a 
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cosmetic company representative. Professional color 
coordinator Edee Wolfenberger will discuss building a 
wardrobe, atid stylist Kathy Edwards of Diamond Lil’s 
Salon will demonstrate fast, effective blow-drying and 
other hair-care tips. i 

As a ‘grand prize,” Sears and Young will award a per- 
sonal total make over. Sears will outline a skin care 
regimen and an energy-nutrition chart. Wolfenberger 
will prepare an individual color chart. Young will pre- 
sent a personal finance packet and offer individual finan- 
cial counseling. And the winner. will select a complete 
outfit, for the office or elsewhere, of their choice. 

Sears and Young said men have already. requested a 
similar seminar, but that is a long way off. “Frankly, I 
don’t understand what a man feels when he goes through 
a divorce because I’m not a man,”’ Young observed. She 
said she won’t admit men to this seminar because 
“they'll. hear some things they don't want to hear,” 
specifically about discrimination against women. 

Both say they want those attending to get a feeling of 
being prepared for anything, that they can deal with 
almost any situation. 

In the next few months, they want.to follow with a 
seminar on investing and growing professionally. 

And both admit they may someday be ready to leave 
their real estate counseling behind and focus all their ef-
